Around Dodge City and in the territory on West, there’s just one way to handle the killers 
and the spoilers. That’s with a U.S. Marshall...and the smell of GUNSMOKE! Starting in 
1952 and running on radio until 1961, Gunsmoke was the first, and probably the best, of 
the “adult” westerns. The music and sound effects were superb, the acting real and the 
plots believable.
